CONVENTION HAS NO POWER 
TO PROVIDE FOR PRIMARIES 


Guthrie, Okla. Feb. 
1 3 -Authority I 
does not rest with the constitutional j 
convention to provide for mandatory j 
primary election, according to an opin­ 
ion rendered yesterday by the judiciary 
committee. 
Several 
days ago 
the 
election committee addressed questions 
to judiciary members, 
indicating its 
desire in reporting an election system 
for the constitution to include manda­ 
tory primaries for the first election. 
The committee has replied that the 
Oklahoma territory laws governing pri­ 
mary as w’ell as general election are 
extended to and put in force in the 
Indian territory by the enabling act. 
The committee also agrees that the 
primary laws thus extended 
provide 
for an optional primary election to be 
determined by the political parties, and 
that the contention is without author­ 
ity to provide otherwise. The matter 
is thus transferred to the party’s cen­ 
tral committee 
to order primaries 
through convention if they desire. 
The judiciary committee gives its 
further opinion that the convention has 


state, district or county officers at the 
time of the election for the purpose of 
ratifying the constitution. 
The convention has power to create 
election boards to conduct the election 
both for the purpose of ratifying the 
constitution and electing officers; it has 
power to create a board for canvassing 
the vote for state, connty and district 
elections. but not to canvass returns of 
the ratification or rejection of the con­ 
stitution, as such canvassing boards are 
provided for by the enabling act.

marine disaster with an appalling loss 
of life and entailing suffering almost 
beyond the limit of human endurance 
came to light yesterday when a life- 
boat of the Joy Line Steamer Larch- 
mont, bound from Providence to New 
York, drifted into Block Island 
The 


Larchmont had been in collision with 
the 
three-masted 
schooner 
Harry 


Knowlton and sank within half an hour, 
after the accident. 


In the boat were several bodies ef 


men who had died from the effects of 
long hours of exposure to a death- 
dealing temperature 
In the boat also 


were eleven men whose sufferings were 
BO intense that they seemed oblivious 
to the fact that relief was in their 
midst and that they had escaped only 
by virtue of their ability to withstand 
the rigor of zero weather in an open 
boat at sea. 


The boat brought a tale of disaster 


that has rarely been eqflaled in New 
England waters and it is believed that 
when the final count is made it will be 
found that not leu than 160 lives were 
lost. 


Following closely in the wake of th« 


solitary lifeboat came bodies, lifeboat! 
and rafts cast upon the beach by angry 
waves 


Owing to the condition of the survi- 


vors it was impossible to get from them 
an estimate of the loss of life. From 
75 to 150 went to their death, and »t a 
late hour tonight it was bel.eved that 
the latter figures are nearest correct.

or so ago indicates to not a fow that 
much more of the record must have 
disappeared previously.

Within 20 miles of the marble beds

The marble deposits are along the 
right of way of the Spokane Falls & 
Northern road, which Is now owned 
and operated by the Great Northern, ' 
and James J. Hill Is offering special I 
inducements in the way of freight 
rates to develop this wonderful coun- • 
try.In the New York market Italian 
Pavonazxa never sells for less than j 
$12 per cubic foot.

marble duplicates all of tho Italian 
markings, surpasses it In beauty, pre- 
sents a perfect solidity, and can be I 
quarried and sold In New York for $6 
per cubic foot with a net profit ot 
$3 70 per cubic foot. 


The beds from which, this matchless 


marble comes rise from the sandy flats : 
of the river, appearing in some places j 
in long, unbroken slopes up which one ' 
may climb to. a height of 500 to 700 , 
feet above the river level, traveling | 
on solid marble all the way.

FRIGHTFUL LOSS OF LIFE 


FROM COLLISION AT SEi 


Block Island, R I , Peb. 13.-A 


marine disaster with an appalling loss 
of life and entailing suffering almost 
beyond the limit of human endurance 
came to light yesterday when a life- 
boat of the Joy Line Steamer Larch- 
mont, bound from Providence to New 
York, drifted into Block Island 
The 


Larchmont had been in collision with 
the 
three-masted 
schooner 
Harry 


Knowlton and sank within half an hour 
•fter the accident. 


In the boat were several bodies ef 


men who had died from the effects of 
long hours of exposure to a death- 
dealing temperature 
In the boat also 


were eleven men whose sufferings were 
BO intense that they seemed oblivious 
to the fact that relief was in their 
midst and that they had escaped only 
by virtue of their ability to withstand 
the rigor of zero weather in an open 
boat at sea. 


The boat brought a tale of disaster 


that has rarely been equaled m New 
England waters and it is believed that 
when the final count is made it will be 
found that not less than 160 lives were 
lost. 


Following closely in the wake of th« 


solitary lifeboat came bodies, lifeboat! 
and rafts cast upon the beach by angry 
waves 


Owing to the condition of the survi- 


vors it was impossible to get from them 
an estimate of the loss of life. From 
75 to 150 went to their death, and «t > 
late hour tonight it was bel.eved that 
the latter figures are nearest correct.

wards over the dosert for two days. 
Then a change is made to a Nile 
steamer, 
which 
southward, 
ever 


southward, slowly 
forges 
its 
way 


against the current of that mighty 
river whose history goes back to such 
remote Impenetrable ages of antiquity. 
In another two days Wady Haifa is 
reached, and thence a light military 
railway bears the weary and dishev- 
eled traveler at length to Khartoum. 
Over 20 years have passed sirce Gor- 
don't magnificent defense of the city 
against the Mahdl's hordes and his 
tragic fate at the hands of the Der- 
vishes, thrilled all England 
to 
its 


depths. 
For the following 14 years 


the town was practically an abandon- 
ed ruin, the khalifa holding his court 
at Omdurman, on the other side of the 
river. 
Then, with the reconquest of 


the Soudan by Lord Kitchener, In 
1898, 
everything was changed, and 


Khartoum arose proudly from its ruins 
to be once more the capital of that 
vast desert empire whose resources 
are as yet hardly realized and are ab- 
solutely undeveloped. The old palace, 
where the great general met his death, 
was merely a ruined shell, haunted, 
aa the superstitious natives averred, 
by his uneasy spirit, so it was decided 
to erect a new palace wherein the sir- 
dar and his retinue might he fittingly 
housed.

building arose the Gordon college, a 
really fine educational 
institution.

during the hot weather consists solely 
of the missionaries and a couple of 
enforcedly stoical army medical sis- 
ters. The quaint curiosity shops in 
the bazaar furbish up their goods, the 
English church holds on Sunday a 
fair-sized and smartly-dressed congre- 
gation, the hotel shows signs of life, 
and finally, with a grand flourish of 
trumpets the Sirdar and Lady Win- 
gate arrive, take up their abode fn 
the palace, and another season has 
begun. 


Both the Sirdar and his wife are im- 


mensely popular, and contribute not 
a little to the gaiety of the city by 
entertaining frequently and giving a 
succession ot dinners, dances and gar- 
den parties throughout 
the season. 


Their entertainments, too, have any- 
thing but the stiff, tormal air which 
usually characterizes official gather- 
Ings, and their dinner parties are es- 
pecially popular. 
The guests arrive 


tn the little donkey-carriages known 
as arabeahe, which constitute tbe 
ohiet mode o£ locomotion la Khar- 


toum, and sit down at rose-decked 
tables to be waited on by dark-skinned 
Arabs in their picturesque attire, the 
repast being followed by an informal 
dance or by parlor games, amongst 
which musical chairs, in which every 
body joins with zest, is the Sirdar'* 
favorite. 


Amongst the community at large 


picnics are perhaps the most usual 
form of amusement, and ons in which 
a good deal of variety can b« obtained. 
Waler-picnics are the chief favorites, 
a start being made early in the morn- 
ing on one of the Nile steam-launches, 
the destination being some village or 
ruined temple not too far 
distant. 


The scenery is in parts exceedingly 
picturesque, owing Its beauty to the 
striking coloring patches of vividly 
green herbage, alternating with strlpa 
of golden yellow sand, and over all 
the glorious azure of the cloudless 
sky, whilst a string of camels or a 
family of crocodile* basking in the 
sun add a finishing touch to the pic- 
ture. When passing by a village, the 
natives eagerly flock to the banks to 
see the 
English people, to 
whom 


they will freely offer 
bandfuls 
of 


luscious dates or bowls ot frothing 
goat's milk, the dark faces sometimes 
strikingly handsome, 
alive with ani- 


mation and interest. 


Moonlight picnics, too, are extreme- 


ly popular, enhanced by the Joys of 
scampering over the desert on the 
back of a sturdy donkey, the almost 
inevitable means ot locomotion, walk- 
ing being practically an impossibility. 
The motion Is swift, not unpleasant, 
albeit somewhat jerky, the donkey 
being continually stimulated to fresh 
efforts by the shrfll cries of the Sou- 
danese boys who run alongside. 
The 


setting forth ot a donkey cavalcade 
for a picnic Is usually attended by a 
little excitement, 
accompanied 
by 


much gesticulation and 
vociferation 


on the part of the donkey boys. A 
runaway has to be captured and ig- 
nominlously brought back and some 
obstinate aslniue spirits have to be 
coerced, but eventually all is ready, 
and the procession makes Its way to 
some rendezvous where the servants, 
sent on ahead, have prepared a meal 
in readiness for their masters' arrival. 


As regards home life in Khartoum, 


for those whose duties He In the Sou- 
dan, there are, of course, manifold 
difficulties and discomforts to be sur- 
mounted; yot, for at least six month! 
In the year life may be at least endur- 
able, not to say pleasant. Houses ar* 
large and fairly well-built, with good- 
sized lofty rooms and sleeping out on 
the flat roofs is a habit frequently II 
not usually indulged in, in spite ol 
such minor drawbacks as the possibil- 
ity of tbe sudden descent of a swarm 
of locusts. 
v 


Servants are 
obtainable 
In tbt 


shape of Soudanese men, Mack at 
sloes, who are usually attired In spot* 
loss white garments 
with 
colored 


sashes. 
They are absolutely honest 


and wonderfully economical, making 
excellent cooks, who will contrive to 
set forth quite an astonishing variety 
of dishes manufactured 
from 
the 


slightest materials. They are curious- 
ly ohild-llk<; in intellect and exceeding- 
ly quarrel some amongst themselves, 
getting carried away to such ail ex* 
tent by at^ger over some trifling detail 
that they will flintf half a dozen of 
one's most cherished dinner-plates at 
one another. 
The crash brings the 


mistress 
upon, ihe scene, and her 


anger effectually cools the choler ot 
the servants, which is succeeded by 
abject penitence and promises ot good, 
behavior in the future.
